Charges of Injustice and Favoritism 
Are Made, and Congress M ay Inves­ 


tigate 
Them, 
but 
ft 
Cannot 
Dc 
Alucb.

Washington. — A soon* or two of of­ 
ficers of tin* United Slates army, who 
served In many fluids and for ma ii) 
years, are asking to be placed on the 
retired list, although they have whim 
years yet to go belion* the age limit 
would compel retirement. 
The-e ofli 
Cera are dissatisfied with the recently 
announced promotions of Junior offi­ 
cers of the army to the rank of briga­ 
dier general. These promotions would 
compel many veterans of the sendee 
to serve under the 
orders 
of men 
whom once they commanded and to 
whom many of them taught the art of 
soldiering. 
Congress, It Is said, will conduct an 
Investigation 
Into the 
manner 
and 
method of these recent 
promotions. 
Favoritism is charged and denied, and 
so one may take his cholee of opinions 
until the Investigation, lf It shall he 
made, discloses the absolute facts lit 
the case. Tile truth remains, however, 
that many officers of forty years* serv­ 
ice suddenly found themselves ranked 
by those whom the army terms young­ 
sters. 
Under the law, officers who have 
served for 40 years may ask for re­ 
tirement. 
'I'hls law has been. taken 
advantage of by many of tile officers 
and the service Is about to lose sea­ 
soned soldiers, some of whom fought 
tile Apaches and the Sioux in the old 
days, the Spaniards In Cuba, tin 
surreetos in tile Philippines and 
Germans in France. 


W hat Congress M ay Do. 
No one has any conception of the 
heart burnings which have been caused 
by recently announced advances In 
grade. 
Men who. as major generals, 
commanded divisions In France with 
unquestioned credit 
suddenly 
found 
themselves demoted and were ghen 
orders to report for duty to men who 
once had served under them. 
Con 
gross probably will give 
the 
whole 
thing nu airing, and make nu attempt 
to find out whether or not Injustices 
have been done and lf so, why. 
It is 
probable lf It Is found the old sol 
dlers have been badly 
treated 
that 
congress will do the only thing It can 
do for them, that is, puss a resolution 
of commendation for their good serv 
Ices and give them an advance of one 
grade on the retired list. 
This has 
been done before In a good many In­ 
stances. 
The United States Is still at war 
with Germany, but when one walks 
through the corridors of the War and 
Navy departments today there Is un 
air of peace and Inaction about the 
place which would tnnke It appear, lf 
one did not know, that pence had been 
the part of the United States for all 
time. 
Two years ago the corridors of the 
War and Navy departments were near 
ly filled with desks, each desk occu 
pled by h clerk or 
a 
stenographer. 
Kvery room In the place was over­ 
crowded and the overflow had to make 
Its way Into the halls. 
One met as 
many uniforms on tin* street as lie did 
civilian suits, hut today the uniform*, 
except for a few, are absent and one 
realizes that the great army with 3, 
4mm11wMi of men has disappeared back 
Into the ranks of civil life. 


"Temporary*' Building* Still There. 
Still scattered about the city are tin* 
great structures which were erected 
for war purpose*. 
These buildings, It 
was said, would be for temporary use 
only, hut there Is In evidence, however, 
no present Intention of tearing them 
down. 
Nearly uh of them are occu 
pied so fur as some nook or corner ii 
concerned, but for the most part the 
vast floor spaces of these buildings 
are empty and unused. 
Some of the temporary war struc­ 
tures occupy spam In the public park* 
The result Is that tin* natural vista* 
are destroyed, and a large part of the 
beauty of some of the parks, the great 
Mall in particular, Is gone. 
It wa* 
predicted when the government put 
up the buildings that some of them 
would he kept standing for years, ain 
It would seem that the predictions 
were right. 
Officers of the army are sharply in 
tcrested today In the question of Hie 
succession to the office of secretary of 
war, and are wondering whom Prest 
dent-elect Harding will appoint as the 
head of the military office. 
The army 
has It* cliques Just as all 
services 
have. 
There are army officers who 
have been utterly dissatisfied with the 
way things have been run during the 
last eight years and there are others 
who are entirely satisfied with the 
proceedings. 
Of course war with Its 
promotions and Its demotions of offi­ 
cers left all kinds of hard feeling in 
Its wake. 
Most of the army officers 
have made up their minds as to the 
type of man they would like to have 
put In chieftainship over them in the 
secretary of w ar’s office. A great many 
of the officers hope that a military 
man will be appointed, while others 
believe that It Is hefter that the office 
ehnlj remain In civilian hands.
